W h at’s Responsible 
for Face Paralysis 


Is paralysis of one side of the 
face, which comes on in recur­ 
rent attacks, due to heredity? 
Has cold anything to do with itI 
The actual cause of recurrent 
paralysis of the facial nerve (not 
due to ear disease) is unknown. 
Certain people are subject to it, but 
heredity plays no part. Cold very 


probably does play a part, it is 
often called rheumatic but this 
means little or nothing. The use of 
anti-rheumatic remedies and iodide 
of potash, along with electrical 
treatment of the nerve, are the best 
treatments but, and this is comfort­ 
ing for victims to know, time cures 
all of these attacks. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
I. L. C.: “Do you believe that if 
first cousins marry they take a 
chance of having mentally unsound 
or physically deformed children? As 
I look at it from my study of biol­ 
ogy. first cousins take no more 
chance than any other young couple 
who wish to get married. I find this 
especially holds true when there 
never has been in the history of our 
ancestors any intermarriage, as in 
our case.” 


Answer: I assume you are ask­ 
ing me a very personal question, a 
question that concerns you. And you 
have analyzed the elements so far 
as science can interpret them very 
well. As you say, first cousins who 
marry take no more chance of hav­ 
ing deformed or mentally unsound 
children than “any other young 
couple,” provided they know their 
own ancestry. It is true that heredi­ 
tary diseases are likely to be in­ 
creased geometrically by the mar­ 
riage of first cousins. On the other 
hand, wholesome qualities of peo­ 
ple are liable to be increased by such 
a 
union. 
Only the contracting 
parties can decide how important 
the evidence is.

What is 
the cause of colitis?” 
Answer: Most cases of colitis are 
amenable to treatment either by the 
use of a soft, bland diet or mineral 
oil at night. Colitis dependent upon 
nervousness is liable to run a rather 
long course, but most cases of co­ 
litis ala due to eating rough and ir­ 
ritating food and can be eliminated 
by returning to a normal diet.
